Capture of the Russian fortified city of
Bielek, ¥ milen northeast of Warsaw, was
announced today by the German War
OfMice,

Bielak was one of the hardest obstacies
in the way of the German forces advane-
ing toward Brest Litovak from the north-
westl. Its capture virtually splits the Rus-
slan line In hall.

The Russian defenders
across the Biala,

Blelak has been under fire from both
artillery and aeroplanes for some time.
The fortitied city lea 70 milea north of
Brest Litovak and {8 an important link
on the Grodno-Brest Litovsk Rallway.
Four rallroads pass through the eity,
making It & junction of high strategical
Importance,

East of Kovno the Germans have taken
460 more Russian prisoners and six ma~
chine guns,

The troops of Flald Marshal von Mao-
kensen have advanced through the sec-
tor of Koterka and also from the mouth
of the Bug River to Pulwa. The Austro-
German troops east of Viedava are push-
ing forward closer to the defense of
Brest Litovak.

Austro-German troops have Invested
Brest-Litovsik from three sides. T'rom the
weat bank of the river heavy guns are
shelling the forttifications, and news of
the fall of Brest-Litovek s confldently
awalted here,

The capture of Novo Georglevak has
released 160,000 German soldiers who were
ured In  the operations against that
stronghold. It in belleved that part of
theae will be used to reinforce Field
Marshal von Hindenburg's left wing on
the Nilemen Rlver front and the remain-
der dispatched toward Brest-Litovak.

The Russians are still In porsession of
Grodno and Owssowletz, but Berlin mili-
tary experts predict their fall in the near
future. Grodno Is imperiled as o result
of the fall of Kovno and Blelak, while the
advanoce of General von Gallwits's army
Is taking his forces toward Ossowlets.

A dispatch from headquarters to the
Tageblatt states that von Mackensen Is
now storming the southwestern front of
Brest-Litavak.
